COVENT RY HONES 
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BCM proposing 
71 -storey tower

Five-star hotel and 
condo would be biggest 
in Western Canada

If a development company 
gets its way, things in down¬ 
town Edmonton could be look¬ 
ing up, way up. 

According to the project’s 
architect, BCM Developments 
is proposing a new 71-storey 
tower, just north of the Epcor 
building on 101 Street. 

Teny Hartwig, the president 
of Hartwig Architecture, said 
the new building, dubbed the 
Edmontonian, would dwarf 
not just anything in the city, 
but anything in the West. 

“It would be the biggest 
building in Western Canada, 
but who knows, by the time it 
gets built maybe there is some¬ 
thing bigger," he said. 

Hartwig said the 278-metre- 


tall building would be split 
between a high-end hotel and 
condominiums and would fill 
a need in the city. 

“It would be a five-star ho¬ 
tel and Edmonton doesn’t have 
a five-star hotel,” he said. 

Hartwig said they are work¬ 
ing through a rezoning pro¬ 
cess, but he said they would 
love to be under construction 
next year. 

“Right now we are only 
allowed to put a two-storey 
building on the existing zon¬ 
ing, so this one is a little too 
big for that (space),” he said. 

He said the City Centre Air¬ 
port would have previously re¬ 
stricted the development and 
with the arena set to get under¬ 
way they believe it would be 
good for the city. 


Zoning changes 


“We are just kitty-comer 
from the arena, so it would 
be a pretty good location,” he 
said. 

He said the building would 
have an automated parking 
system as well. 

Mayor Don Iveson was sur¬ 
prised with the news of the 
mega-project, but said it was a 
positive sign. 

“It’s encouraging that 
people want to make a big in¬ 
vestment in downtown,” he 
said. 

Iveson said the city is go¬ 
ing to have to vet the proposal 
carefully. 

“It’s good that people want 
to invest in downtown, but 
that doesn’t mean we are go¬ 
ing to approve any proposal 
that comes forward.”

Couple face 
prison time 
for abusing 
relative 


The prosecution says an 
Edmonton-area couple who 
abused a mentally handi¬ 
capped relative before she 
died in 2009 should be 
sentenced to three years in 
prison. 

Betty Anne Gagnon, who 
was 48, had been confined in 
a basement, a dog run and a 
converted school bus with no 
heat, running water or elec¬ 
tricity at a rural home east of 
Edmonton. 

A medical examiner 
determined she died of a 
head injuiy that was caused 
by either a blow to the face 
or a fall. 

A Crown lawyer says 
Gagnon’s younger sister, 
Denise Scriven, and brother- 
in-law, Michael Scriven, don’t 
deserve a sentence they could 
serve in the community. 

The Scrivens were origin¬ 
ally charged with manslaugh¬ 
ter, but pleaded guilty earlier 
this year to failing to provide 
the necessities of life. 

Court had already heard 
that it’s clear Gagnon lived 
her last months in misery. 

An autopsy showed she was 
covered in bruises and under¬ 
weight when she died.

Free to play. Varlamov 
able to travel with team 
while charges pending 


Colorado Avalanche goalie Se¬ 
myon Varlamov will be able 
to travel with the team while 
prosecutors consider whether 
he should be charged with as¬ 
saulting his girlfriend. 

On Thursday, a judge said 
Varlamov could be released if 
he posted $5,000 US bond and 
be allowed to travel with the 
team but he was ordered to 
stay away from his girlfriend, 
among other restrictions. 

The girlfriend told investi¬ 
gators that Varlamov kicked 
her in the chest, knocking 
her down, and stomped on 
her chest as she lay on the 
ground in her apartment on 
Monday, according to an ar¬ 
rest affidavit. The girlfriend, 
whose name was redacted, 
also accused Varlamov of 
dragging her by her hair and 
telling her that he would 
have beaten her more if they 
had been in Russia. 

Varlamov appeared in 
court briefly Thursday. He 
spent the night in jail after 
turning himself in on Wed¬ 
nesday. He stood next to his 
lawyer to face Denver County 
Judge Claudia Jordan, who 
also told him, through a 
Russian interpreter, that he 
couldn’t drink or possess fire¬ 
arms. He also had to sign a 



waiver that he would be im¬ 
mediately sent back to Colo¬ 
rado if he fled. 

The 25-year-old turned 
himself in to police Wednes¬ 
day evening, after practising 
with the team that day. He 
was arrested on suspicion of 
second-degree kidnapping 
and third-degree assault. 

Varlamov’s agent, Paul 
Theofanous, said he “is com¬ 
pletely innocent of all of 
these charges.” 

Varlamov’s lawyer, Jack 
Rotole, declined to comment 
on the case, saying he would 
defend his client in court.

Mike Shanahan levelled a

Edmontonians are just now 
learning about a huge mari¬ 
juana seizure last January at 
Edmonton International Air¬ 
port (EIA). 

After a routine exam of 
unclaimed baggage follow¬ 
ing an inbound flight from 
Jamaica in Januaiy 2013, Can¬ 
ada Border Services Agency 
(CBSA) officers discovered 200 
kilograms of wrapped brick 
marijuana in seven pieces of 
luggage. 

The CBSA said details are 
late in becoming public be¬ 
cause the case is still under 
investigation by the RCMP. 
Lisa White of the CBSA said 
the agency wants citizens to 
get the message that Canada’s 
borders won’t be used for il¬ 
legal activity. 

“We want Edmonton to 
know that thanks to the work 
of CBSA officers, a significant 
amount of marijuana didn’t 
make it onto city streets last 
Januaiy,” said White.

Homeowners can expect to pay 
about $50 more annually for 
sewer, storm water and gar¬ 
bage services, according to a 
report going to city councilors 
next week. 

The proposed 2014 utility 
budget details an increase of 
$4.34 a month to help keep up 
with the costs of city growth 


and other cost pressures. 

Councillors were just get¬ 
ting into the budget documents 
Thursday, but Coun. Mike Nick¬ 
el said he hopes the increase 
will be considered in its overall 
context. 

“Any utility charge increase 
has to iso be measured against 
the overall tax increase, be¬ 
cause the customer only has 
one total bill at the end of the 
day,” he said. 

Nickel said on the campaign 
trail he heard from many resi¬ 
dents concerned about rising 
tax and utility bills. 

“They want us watching 
eveiy penny we spend down 
here, so these increases can be 


kept to a minimum,” he said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson agrees 
the city has to watch costs, but 
not at the expense of important 
upgrades and improvements. 

“There is no free lunch on 
this kind of stuff unfortunate¬ 
ly,” he said. 

The city is also proposing 
to speed up needed sewer up¬ 
grades in south Edmonton to 
prevent flooding. 

The projects are currently 
not scheduled until the 2015- 
18 capital budget, but a propos¬ 
al councillors will consider next 
week would jumpstart some of 
the smaller project with $4.7 
million.

MYSTERIOUS FAILURE 




Two months after opening, 
Plow & Harvest, a 200-seat 
restaurant in west Edmonton, 
shuttered its doors last week. 

It was no surprise to the 
countless online and media 
critics who crucified it for its 
bad food, obnoxious “brand 
ambassadors” and the fact that 
a place that doesn’t even have 
full service charged $20 for a 
sandwich, pickle and drink. 

When it opened, foodies 
such as myself were puzzled 
by the fact that the unknown 
owners hid behind a faceless 
Alberta corporation, Craft 
Kitchen Restaurant ULC, and 
hired a California consulting 
firm to do all the talking. 

And talk they did, claiming 
that it was the “first restaurant 
of its kind” with a concept that 
was “new to Canada,” as if no 
one — not MRKT, Under the 
High Wheel or longstanding 
smaller local restaurants — 
ever thought to make comfort 
food with regional ingredients 
before. 

For a restaurant that 
espoused farm-to-forlc, an 
ethos connecting diners with 
farmers, having silent owners 
was enigmatic to say the least. 
But foodies were too distracted 
by the epic fail to pay much 
attention. 

“I was really offended by 
the arrogance and all these 
press releases that made it 


sound like the second coming,” 
says CBC food critic and blog¬ 
ger Twyla Campbell, who was 
one of the first to attack Plow 
& Harvest. 

For her ruthless blog post, 
Campbell even registered a 
legal search on the company, 
which listed the directors as 
lawyer Pat McDonald of Regina 
and Steve Christensen and J. 
Ricketts of Colorado. 

Thanks to a tip on Twitter, 
we now know what that “J” 
stands for: Joe Ricketts, the bil¬ 
lionaire patriarch of the family 
that owns the Chicago Cubs. 

Ricketts also owns a Wyo¬ 
ming bison ranch, High Plains 
Bison, where Christensen is an 
executive; however, he’s better 
known for his politics. 

In the last U.S. federal elec¬ 
tion he planned and funded a 
$10-million smear campaign 


linking U.S. President Barack 
Obama to a controversial black 
reverend, but when Republic¬ 
ans condemned it, the cam¬ 
paign was scrapped. Instead, 
he put it toward a Romney 
Super PAC, Ending Spending, 
warning Americans against 
excessive public spending. 

So what is a powerful 
Republican doing opening a 
restaurant in Edmonton? Wait 
— it gets weirder. 

Last December, diners in 
Middleton, Wis. were flabber¬ 
gasted to learn that a relatively 
new restaurant, Bison Jacks, 
had jacked up the prices of its 
$6 bison hot dogs to $20. 

The owners, Ricketts and 
Christensen, offered no com¬ 
ment, leaving the manager to 
make this awkward comment 
to a local reporter: “I’ve been 
in the business 29 to 30 years 


and this has never happened 
to me ... I have to look for a 
new job.” 

Like Plow & Harvest, Bison 
Jacks was an unusually large 
restaurant promising to be 
the first in a chain that would 
spread across the countiy. 

So conspicuous was its fail¬ 
ure that one Yelper speculated, 
“This place seems to be only 
open for some financial tech¬ 
nicality ... like the owner needs 
it to fail miserably to reap the 
tax benefit or something.” 

Ricketts spokesperson Allan 
Mayer confirmed Ricketts as 
a co-owner, but denied that 
Bison Jacks or Plow & Harvest 
were set up to fail. 

“ft was not run as a tax loss 
operation,” he said. 

Mayer, who didn’t know 
Plow & Harvest existed until a 
few days ago, said the restau¬ 
rant just wasn’t performing 
up to standards and Ricketts 
decided to refocus on his core 
business, bison. 

But even the greenest 
restaurateurs know it can take 
years to turn a profit. 

As for the $20 hotdogs? It 
was a “marketing experiment” 
that, Mayer agreed, went awry 
and probably led to its closure. 

I’m sure the dozens who 
lost their jobs and the farmers 
who banked on these big 
contracts would have liked to 
have known they were part of 
a billionaire’s poorly planned 
experiments. 

With such dim-witted deci¬ 
sions, one can only wonder 
how Ricketts ever became a 
billionaire. 


Step it up, UWalk program urges 



A program launched at the 
University of Alberta is encour¬ 
aging people to get healthy one 
step at a time. 

Titled UWalk, the program 
is a set of tools for groups and 
individuals to promote physical 
activity. While participants can 
log any workout, organizers are 
encouraging eveiyone to con¬ 
sider walking more, encour¬ 
aging people to take 10,000 
steps per day. 

“It’s easy for people to go 
out for a walk and fit it into 
your day,” said Jill Carlson, 
the social marketing and com¬ 
munications co-ordinator for 
the program. 

“We’re all about encour¬ 
aging eveiyone to find their 


stride. Small steps do add up 
throughout the day. It’s appeal¬ 
ing for eveiyone.” 

Participants can track the 
numbers of steps they take in 
a day, pushing for higher and 
higher goals. While 10,000 
steps in a day is used as a good 


benchmark, Carlson said they 
are encouraging eveiyone to 
find their own baseline and 
make gradual improvements, 
walking more and more eveiy 
week. 

The UWalk program is, at 
its base, a set of resources for 


people to get active. While 
the most visible part of the 
program is the individual step 
trackers, organizers are also 
encouraging people to form 
groups and challenge one an¬ 
other to get more active. 

UWalk also features a set of 
badges for participants to earn. 
Breaking 5,000, 10,000 and 
15,000 steps will reveal new 
badges, which can be shared 
with friends. Carlson said it’s 
another way of encouraging 
people to push themselves 
while challenging their friends. 

“Park that little bit further, 
take advantage of your lunch 
break. Take the photocopier in 
the floor below.”

An associate of Toronto Mayor 
Rob Ford is heading to court 
Friday morning on an extor¬ 
tion charge that may give the 
public its best shot at seeing 
the infamous “crack video.” 

Toronto police Chief Bill 
Blair announced Thursday the 
force had recovered the video 
from a hard drive seized dur¬ 
ing “Project Traveller,” a guns- 
and-drugs investigation, on 
June 13. 

He said the video is “con¬ 
sistent” with media reports. 
The video allegedly shows the 
“mayor, obviously impaired, 
smoking what appears to be 
crack cocaine and making 
homophobic and racist slurs,” 
reports said. 

Police technical experts 
recovered the video after it 
had been deleted from a hard 
drive and gave it to investiga¬ 
tors on Oct. 29. As a result, 
Alexander (Sandro) Lisi, Ford’s 
friend and occasional driver, 
was charged with extortion. 
Police accuse him of “extort- 
ive efforts to retrieve a record¬ 
ing” of the video since April. 

Blair said the video will 
be submitted to court as evi- 


Staying put for now

dence in this case, making 
it part of the public record. 
Media can request copies. 
However, if Lisi pleads guilty 
before evidence is introduced, 
the video may not be made 
public. 

Blair also said there is 
more than one video, and he 
has seen them. 

“There were several video 
files relevant to this investiga¬ 
tion, and two videos that are 
particularly relevant to this 
investigation,” said Blair. 

His announcement came 
shortly after the release of 
partially redacted court docu¬ 
ments pertaining to Lisi’s ar¬ 
rest for trafficking on Oct. 1. 

The documents show po¬ 
lice tailed Ford, who called 
Lisi often and frequently met 
with him. Police observed Lisi 
passing plastic bags and en¬ 
velopes to Ford.

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Premier. Redford slams 
brakes on bill to take control 
of regional planning 


Premier Alison Redford 
slammed the brakes Thursday 
on a province-wide regional 
planning bill amid concerns it 
would gut local authority and 
give her government absolute 
control. 

Redford said the bill, which 
had been moving through the 
house at breakneck speed since 
Tuesday, will not be acted upon 
further until her officials hear 
more from municipal leaders. 

“We believe that this (bill) 
will modernize the relationship 
between the provincial govern¬ 
ment and municipal leaders,” 
Redford said outside Govern¬ 
ment House, where she met 
with her caucus. 

The controversy is over a 
proposal to expand throughout 
the province work that is being 
done by the regional planning 
commission in the Edmonton 
area. The legislation would 
give the province power to set 
up regional growth boards, 
appoint board members, set 
board mandates and have the 
final say on all decisions.

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Party tensions set the tone for Tory convention 


Conservative quagmire. 

MPs and delegates 
have begun to arrive in 
Calgary amidst political 
controversy 


A flood postponed their con¬ 
vention in the spring — now 
Conservatives are facing a 
deluge of political challenges 
as they gather in the party’s 


heartland. 

The ongoing Senate ex¬ 
penses scandal and allega¬ 
tions of a coverup at the most 
senior levels is expected to be 
a hot topic in the convention 
corridors, even if the upper 
chamber is not officially on 
the agenda. 

The Conservative caucus 
and senior ranks have been 
wearied by the controversy. 
Some say they have felt 
broadsided by constant bursts 


of new information — in¬ 
cluding embattled Sen. Mike 
Duffy’s latest revelation that 
the party paid $13,500 for his 
legal fees. That’s in addition 
to the $90,000 the prime min¬ 
ister’s chief of staff secretly 
gave to Duffy to repay con¬ 
tested living expenses. 

But the roller-coaster ride 
in Ottawa hasn’t appeared to 
put a damper on registrations 
for the convention. 

MPs and delegates began 


streaming into the city Thurs¬ 
day, as registration opened 
at the Calgaiy stampede 
grounds — an area that was 
underwater during the June 
floods. 

Party president John 
Walsh says despite the change 
in dates due to this spring’s 
flooding in Alberta, he pre¬ 
dicts a record 3,000 people 
will attend Stephen Harper’s 
keynote speech Friday night.

Hundreds of women in Kenya 
are protesting after a teenager 
was allegedly gang-raped and 
the only punishment for the 
suspects was that they had to 
mow the police station lawn. 

About 300 women 
marched through Kenya’s cap¬ 
ital on Thursday to protest the 
alleged rape of a 16-year-old 
girl publicly identified only 
as Liz. 

The online activist group 
Avaaz says Liz was gang-raped 
in June and she is now wheel¬ 
chair-bound. The group says 
police arrested the suspected 
perpetrators but only made 
them cut grass at the police 
station as punishment. 

More than 1.3 million 


people have signed an Avaaz 
petition calling for the pros¬

Remains of 360 people 
dug from Bosnia grave 


Two decades after Serb sol¬ 
diers conducted house-to- 
house searches in a campaign 
of ethnic killings in Bosnia, 
forensic scientists are digging 
up what could turn out to be 
the largest mass grave from 
the 1992-95 war. 

So far, the remains of 360 
people have been found at the 
Tomasica mass grave discov¬ 
ered in September near the 
northern town of Prijedor, 
far more than expected, au¬ 
thorities said Thursday. The 
number is expected to rise 
and could one day surpass the 
629 bodies found at Crni Vrh 
in Srebrenica. 


The Missing Persons’ Insti¬ 
tute said the Tomasica grave 
is linked to a secondaiy one 
found in 2003 about 10 kilo¬ 
metres away, where 373 bod¬ 
ies were extracted. Author¬ 
ities believe the killers moved 
parts of the remains from one 
grave to the other to hide the 
crime. The bodies are of Bos- 
nialc and Croat men, women 
and children killed in their 
villages during the war. Most 
of the victims were killed in 
their villages but teams have 
also found bullets in the 
grave, which indicates this 
was also an execution site.

In its report, the Security 
Intelligence Review Commit¬ 
tee found no indication that 
CSIS had asked Sudanese au¬ 
thorities to arrest or detain 


Abdelrazilc. 

However, in the months 
prior to his arrest abroad, 
CSIS did keep its foreign in¬ 
telligence allies up to date 
on any fresh information 
gleaned from the investiga¬ 
tion of Abdelrazilc, who de¬ 
nies any involvement with 
terrorism. 

The review committee 
also found that Sudanese au¬ 


thorities remained under the 
mistaken impression that 
Canada, including CSIS, had 
supported the original deci¬ 
sion to arrest and detain Ab- 
delrazilc. 

Abdelrazilc, who has four 
children, finally returned to 
Montreal in June 2009. That 
same month, the Federal 
Court of Canada concluded 
CSIS was complicit in his 


2003 detention. 

Abdelrazilc claims he was 
tortured by Sudanese intel¬ 
ligence officials during two 
periods of detention, but Can¬ 
ada says it knew nothing of 
the alleged abuse. 

He is suing both the fed¬ 
eral government and former 
foreign affairs minister Law¬ 
rence Cannon.

When Cathy Burden retired 
from full-time work a few 
years ago, she knew she still 
wanted to be busy and contrib¬ 
ute in the community. 

After looking online at 
various charities, Burden 
knew she wanted to do some¬ 
thing active — no more sit¬ 
ting at a desk for her. She 
loved cooking and being in 
the kitchen so she chose 
Meals on Wheels. And that’s 
where she can be found each 
Wednesday morning (twice a 
week during winter months) 
doing anything that involves 
meal preparation — cutting 
sandwiches, chopping carrots 
and celeiy, or packaging some 
300 hot meals for delivery to 
seniors across the city. 

“When I worked in the 
medical office, I saw elderly 
people eveiy day — some 
were lacking nutrition — and 
I thought, someday we’ll all be 


in the same boat,” Burden said. 

While Burden said her life 
had simply been her husband 
and two children for many 
years, she has now found pur¬ 
pose in the Meals on Wheels 
kitchen, standing alongside 
other volunteers on the hot¬ 
line meal assembly, scooping 
beef stew, mashed potatoes, 
whatever is on that day’s 
menu. 

“I’m totally in my ele¬ 
ment,” Burden said. “It feels 
good to be on my feet. I never 
worked in a restaurant, but I 
love everything about being in 
this kitchen.” 

Burden said she gets her 
family to help with fundrais¬ 
ers and has even coaxed her 
sister to donate vegetables to 
Meals on Wheels. 

“I spread the word,” she 
said. 

Kerryn North, manager of 
marketing and fund develop¬ 
ment at Meals on Wheels, 
said there is no way the or¬ 
ganization could produce the 
volume of meals it does with-

out volunteers like Burden. 

“Cathy is one of our regu¬ 
lars,” North said. “The staff 
can count on her. Having 
people like her means less 
supervision is needed — we’re 
more productive that way.” 

For Burden, who maintains 
a part-time bookkeeping job, 
nothing beats being on the 
prep line, or hearing volunteer 
drivers tell her that one of the 
senior clients is thankful for 
their meal. 

“It’s nice to hear you’re 
appreciated, but it’s the vol¬ 
unteering that makes me feel 
good,” she said. 

“Now if they could only get 
rid of the hairnets. Maybe a 
pretty hat instead?”

Goodfella turned chef: 
The kitchen consigliere 



“I never considered myself a gangster. I’m not a gang¬ 
ster.

Take the cannoli. 

Instead of swimming 
with the fishes, Angelo 
Lutz is serving up 
fish dishes, and other 
classic Italian fare 


When he was on trial for rack¬ 
eteering, Angelo Lutz denied 
the Mob’s existence, but now 
he’s using his past in organ¬ 
ized crime to promote his new 
restaurant, the Kitchen Consi¬ 
gliere. 

The sign out front echoes 
the logo for The Godfather, 
but with a chef’s hat. A mural 
on one wall puts Lutz, also 
known as Fat Ange, at a table 
with famous gangsters, both 
real (John Gotti) and fictional 
(Tony Soprano). Sconces to 
hold lights look like 9-mm 
handguns. 

Lutz is using some un- 
savouiy associations as he at¬ 
tempts a transformation from 
prisoner to opinionated celeb¬ 
rity chef. 

Last week, he moved his 
operations from an 11-table 
restaurant to one three times 
as large on a prominent cor¬ 
ner of the hip, foodie-friendly 
Philadelphia suburb of Coll- 
ingswood. 

Lutz, 49, grew up in South 
Philadelphia, where food was 
a big part of his life. Accord¬ 
ing to federal prosecutors and 
a juiy, he also did some bad 
along the way. 

He was one of seven men 
convicted in a 2001 Mob trial 
that made him a celebrity. 
He was the only non-“made” 
member of La Costa Nostra in 
the case and the only defend¬ 
ant allowed bail during the 
trial. And he talked and talked 
while he was out, calling into 
a sports talk radio show and 
cooking steaks for a TV news 
reporter. 

The night before he entered 
prison, he cooked for his own 
going-away party, leading one 


TV reporter to call him “the 
kitchen consigliere.” 

In prison, he grew to well 
over 400 pounds and learned 
more about cooking, includ¬ 
ing how to use a microwave to 
bake a pizza made from flour 
stolen from the kitchen. 

When he got out in 2008, 
Lutz did some online cooking 
shows before opening his first 
restaurant in Collingswood, 
N.J. 

But when it came time to 
move to bigger digs, there was 
a problem: “I couldn’t get con¬ 
ventional bank loans because 
I’m a felon. I broke the law,” he 
said, slapping his arm. “Shame

on you forever, for life.” 

He raised nearly $100,000 
for renovations from investors 
and crowd-funding for his res¬ 
taurant, which features home- 
style Italian classics. 

Lutz doesn’t want to stop 
with his Collingswood restau¬ 
rant. He has designs on open¬ 


ing franchises of his restaurant 
in other cities known for their 
gangsters, licensing products 
with his brand, starring in a 
reality TV show and starting 
a foundation to help other 
ex-prisoners become entrepre¬ 
neurs.

Richard: Mark, this is the 
kind of movie critics will 
call sappy and sentimental. 
They’ll bash it because it 
wears its heart on its sleeve, 
which is exactly the reason I 
liked it. 

After The Time Travel¬ 
ler’s Wife it’s time Rachel 
McAdams got a time travel 
romance right. It’s a silly 
premise but for me the idea 
wasn’t about the time travel, 
but the lessons Tim learns 


from the time travel about 
life and happiness. What did 
you think? 

Mark: Richard, as you know, 
I am no fun. No fun at all. So I 
spent most of the movie look¬ 
ing for paradoxes in the phys¬ 
ics of the time travel conceit. 
Like all time travel movies, it 
sets up arbitrary rules, and 
then breaks them all over the 
place. 

The movie features two of 
the worst haircuts in the hist¬ 
ory of cinema, and a romance 
I didn’t really care about. But 
there’s another deeper movie 
in there, which is a movie 
about fathers and sons, and 
I liked that part very much. 
Sentimental? Yes, but I felt 
that part of the movie worked 
better than its rom-com com¬ 
ponents. Of course, it could 
have been the haircuts. 


RC: I didn’t actually care 
much about the romance 
angle or the time travel. I 
was drawn to the film be¬ 
cause of Domhnall Gleeson’s 
charming and slightly goofy 
performance. 

If John Hughes had made 
British films he would have 
loved this guy. He does have 
a bad haircut, but I thought 
he was a charming, if un¬ 
likely, leading man. He has 
a way with a line and I felt 
there was a real arc to his 
character. He literally grows 
up and becomes a man on 
screen, which is something 
you don’t see in rom-coms 
very often. 

MB: True enough, although I 
always thought there should 
be a law barring gingers from 
appearing in television and 
film. 


I liked a lot of the scenes 
in the movie, especially one 
set in one of those noir res¬ 
taurants, where you eat in 
total darkness. It’s a literal 
blind date, and a nice twist 
on “meeting cute.” Bill Nighy 
is wonderful in the movie, as 
he always is, and Rachel Mc¬ 
Adams does a good version 
of cute, although she looked 
about five years too old for 
the part. 

But then Gleeson would 
go into a closet and ball his 
fists and ... some of the good¬ 
will was lost for me. 

RC: Richard E. Grant’s three- 
minute cameo is almost 
worth the price of admission. 
He has one of the best reac¬ 
tion shots I’ve seen this year. 

MB: And a similar hairline as 
Nighy. Hmmmm....

Lou Reed wasn’t perfect, 
but he was a ‘treasure’ 


Patti Smith is remembering 
her friend, inspiration and 
fellow poet-musician Lou 
Reed, who died Sunday at age 
71. 

Smith tells The Associ¬ 
ated Press the first time she 
saw Reed in person was in 
1970. She says he and the 
Velvet Underground were 
performing at the Manhattan 
club Max’s Kansas City. She 
says she made it her business 
to study him. 

Smith says she is pleased 


by the global impact of Reed’s 
passing and by the stories 
of how his songs affected 
people’s lives. 

Smith cited Pale Blue Eyes 
as a personal favourite. She 
says the ballad reminded her 
of her late husband, guitarist 
Fred “Sonic” Smith. 

She also praised Reed’s ro¬ 
mantic Perfect Day. She sings 
it often in concert and finds 
herself moved when audi¬ 
ences join in.

Death. A week after 
his death, musical 
icon's Canadian 
aartner tells of 
low he was a 
misunderstood man 


More than 40 years ago, Lou 
Reed sat on the floor of Bob 
Ezrin’s house on Summerhill 
Avenue in Toronto, strum¬ 
ming an acoustic guitar and 
eagerly drawing up plans for 
the album that would be¬ 
come Berlin. 

This past Sunday, Ezrin 
was about to hop a flight 
home from Los Angeles and 
spent the time mapping out a 
trip to New York next month. 
With considerable enthusi¬ 
asm, he jotted down a sched¬ 
uling note to himself: “Break¬ 
fast with Lou.” 

And then he boarded the 
plane, accessed the on-board 
wireless Internet, and saw 
that Reed — the massively in¬ 
fluential Velvet Underground 
songwriter — had died at age 
71. 

“I almost fell out of my 
seat,” Ezrin recalled in a tele¬ 
phone interview Monday. “I 
was a captive for five hours. 
All I wanted to do was run up 
and down the aisles scream¬ 
ing. By the time I got here, I 
was pretty drained. 

“The world,” he continues, 
“has lost one of its great artis¬ 



tic treasures.” 

Since Reed’s death, a 
mourning music community 
has hailed the counter-cul¬ 
tural icon’s limitless musical 
legacy, his intuitive gift for 
inhabiting the minds of out¬ 
casts and outsiders and his 
influential lack of regard for 
boundaries of gender or sex¬ 


ual orientation. Other chief 
features of most remem¬ 
brances also focus on his iras¬ 
cible personality and brazen 
drug use. 

But Reed, Hearn says, was 
misunderstood. 

“Anyone who actually 
spent a little bit of time with 
him would see what a caring,

Album’s not quite 
on fire this time 


The reviews are in, and Ar¬ 
cade Fire’s sprawling new 
opus Reflektor has critics 
deeply divided. 

The 75-minute, two-disc 
followup to the Montreal 
band’s Grammy-winning hit 
The Suburbs has received 
some raves, but perhaps not 
the near-universal praise of 
their past work. 

On the positive side, influ¬ 
ential music website Pitch- 
fork — one of Arcade Fire’s 
earliest champions — lav¬ 
ished the album with a 9.2 re¬ 
view, concluding that Reflek¬ 


tor is “an album that dares 
to be great, and remarkably 
succeeds.” 

One didn’t have to look 
far for a negative counter¬ 
balance, however.

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Blue Rodeo reboots with new 
album to stay in the game

Blue Rodeo’s last release, the 
sprawling double album The 
Things We Left Behind, was 
a critical and commercial 
success that returned the To¬ 
ronto alt-countiy originals to 
platinum status for the first 
time since 2002. Creatively 
they were riding high — and 
yet, behind the scenes, it felt 
as though they could be near¬ 
ing the end. 

Co-frontman Greg Keelor’s 
hearing issues had only been 
growing more severe, and 
performing live was such a 
painful chore that he couldn’t 
be around volume at all. In 
concert, he might as well have 


been relegated to special-guest 
status, limited as he was to 
materializing for a few acoustic 
songs scattered about the set. 

“That was getting really 
bad,” the band’s other master¬ 
mind, Jim Cuddy, said in a re¬ 
cent interview seated next to 
Keelor. “It was such a bad ver¬ 
sion of the band.” 

So, they changed the band 
— drastically. Almost four 
years elapsed between that al¬ 
bum and this week’s release of 
their rich latest, In Our Nature.

mentally changed the sound of 
the band’s naturalistic new set 
of tunes. 

“I think it’s one of our best¬ 
sounding records,” Cuddy says.

And I 
think it’s got a lot of strength 
and the stuff’s really played 
(well).” 


Though they have a pristine 
studio in downtown Toronto, 
they headed off to Keelor’s 
countiy farm to make the al¬ 
bum above Cuddy’s mild con¬ 
sternation. 

“It was the only place I 
knew I could contribute to the 
record the way I wanted to,” 
Keelor says. “It was a way that 
I’d worked out for myself to 
play music again. So I’m veiy 
grateful to eveiyone for doing 
that for me.” 

Meanwhile, the rustic set¬ 
ting grew on Cuddy. 

“It became this beautiful 
holiday all down in the coun¬ 
tiy,” he said. “The band had co¬ 
alesced because of all the play¬ 
ing we’d done.” 

The band has experienced 
some difficult periods in the 
past, but they seem to be in a 
good place at the moment. 

“For the last few years, 
we’ve had a veiy harmonious 
group of people.

Rockers rise from county 
fair to Madison Square 


Small fish, enormous 
pond. Newer, budding 
music acts from 
Ed Sheeran to the 
Weeknd to Imagine 
Dragons selling out 
top venues 


In just two years, English singer 
Ed Sheeran has gone from the 
small stage to the big league. 

The 22-year-old earned 
a gold album with his 2011 
debut, +, and his Top 20 hit, 
The A Team, was nominated for 
song of the year at the Grammy 
Awards. But his biggest achieve¬ 
ment comes this week: He is 
performing three shows at the 
famed Madison Square Garden 
(MSG). 

Sheeran is part of a breed 
of newer and lesser known 
acts who are able to sell out 
top venues, even if they aren’t 
pushing millions and millions 


of albums and singles like Emi¬ 
nem and Justin Timberlake, or 
dominating with chart-topping 
tracks and radio airplay like 
Katy Peny or Rihanna. 

Pop-roclc band Passion Pit, 
who released their sopho¬ 
more album last year, sold out 
MSG earlier this year, and the 
Weeknd, the eerie, reclusive 
R&B singer, performed two 
sold-out nights at Radio City 
Music Hall to a feverish crowd 
this month. Gotye, though he 
had last year’s biggest hit with 
Somebody That I Used to Know 
and a gold album, performed 
at the 9,000-seat Radio City 
after playing NYC’s Terminal 5, 
with a third of that capacity, six 
months prior. And the English 
indie band The xx, critically 
acclaimed but fairly unknown 
outside of the music industry 
performed two shows at Radio 
City last month. For Sheeran, 
Madison Square Garden is a big 
step.

“With social media playing 


an increasing role, it’s possible 
for an artist to go from totally 
unknown to significant enough 
popularity to sell an arena 
like Madison Square Garden,” 
said Gaiy Bongiovanni, the 
president and editor-in-chief of 
concert trade magazine Poll- 
star. Omar Al-Joulani, Live Na¬ 
tion’s vice-president of touring, 
echoed Bongiovanni’s theoiy. 

“(It) definitely feels like art¬ 
ists can have a quicker run to 
selling out more venues mostly 
because it’s easier to get noticed 
these days because you can go 
straight to your fan base,” he 
said.

Douglas Coupland’s new 
novel takes readers on 
a boozy, sex-filled romp 
with a foul-mouthed 
cameraman — earnest 
literary critics, try to relax

Douglas Coupland is Canada’s 
official Cool Guy. He earned the 
title not only because he creates 
cool things — books of fiction, 
reportage, and biography; cul¬ 
tural commentary; visual art; 
sculpture; furniture — but also 
because, unlike, say, Drake or 
those guys who started VICE 
magazine, he plies his various 
trades here, in Canada, without 
apologizing for where he fives. 

He simply, humbly, writes, 
sculpts, designs and collates 
from his base in Vancouver, tell¬ 
ing us about our countiy and 
about the world as it’s currently 
lived in. He works hard and pro¬ 
duces material constantly. It’s a 
fortunate thing that one of our 
culture’s closest and most ver¬ 
satile observers is also one of its 
exemplars. 

Coupland’s newest novel, 
his 14th, is Worst. Person. Ever., 
a lewd, rude globe-trotting 
picaresque that follows the 
eponymous scoundrel, a singu¬ 
larly profane television camera¬ 
man named Raymond Gunt, on 


a calamitous sex-, booze- and 
four-letter-word-fuelled hell¬ 
trek from London to LA to 
Honolulu to Micronesia. 

Raymond, described on the 
book jacket as “a living, walk¬ 
ing, talking, hot steaming pile 
of pure id,” chases chemical 
and sexual pleasure with aban¬ 
don, leers unselfconsciously at 
eveiy woman in his field of vi¬ 
sion and frequently fantasizes 
about literally enslaving his 
fellow man. If nothing else, 
it’s the perfect gag gift for the 
clergyperson on your Christ¬ 
mas list. I recently talked to 
Coupland, via email, about the 
book. 

A theme in your fiction that 
goes all the way back to gen¬ 
eration X and that is present 
in Worst. Person. Ever, is the 
human need to turn life into 
story. What is the difference, 
if any, between telling your¬ 
self stories about your life and 
telling yourself lies? 

I think in this case it’s the 
difference between how others 
see you and how you really are. 
Self-delusion is always funny. 

Raymond Gunt tells the 
reader that he’s charitable, 
understanding, worldly, open- 
minded and peace-loving. But 
his conduct, to put it mildly, 
suggests otherwise. Why do 
you think he — an impulse- 
driven guy who lives to party 
and get laid — claims so 
insistently that he’s broad¬ 
minded and selfless? 

Simple; He thinks it will some¬ 


how get him laid. 

You tweeted a link to the 
Guardian’s negative review 
of W.P.E., saying that the re¬ 
view’s author “took the bait.” 
What did you mean by that? 
She took it at face value and 
actually thought the book was 
being put forth as literature — 
and then reviewed it as such. 

I mean, how fficking clueless 
can you be? It’s a fun risque 
read and seeks to be nothing 
more. 

Much of your past work is 
breezy and funny but, at least 
as I read it, intends to rise to 
the level of serious art. What 
made you want to do some¬ 
thing with lower esthetic 
stakes? 

Fun! No, seriously; fun. Really. 
Fun. 

Speaking of fun — W.P.E. has 
a lot of cursing and locker- 
roomish sex talk and a decent 
amount of violence. Are there 
any people who you think 
shouldn’t read the book? 

Not my call. But in the 
same way that you probably 
wouldn’t leave martinis lying 
around your house, you prob¬ 
ably might not leave W.P.E. 
around either. 

Who’s the worst person ever 
in real life? 

That I’ve met in person? 

The person who Raymond is 
modelled on — an English 
cameraman at a shoot I did in 
Los Angeles in 1993.

Do you pooh-pooh Austral¬ 
ian table wines?

Chapel Hill 2011 Par¬ 
son’s Nose Shiraz ($19.99) 
is a perfect example of this 
new wave flowing from 
McLaren Vale. Named for 
an ironstone chapel built 
on the wineiy’s property in 
1865, it’s an old school shi- 
raz with a thick, plummy 
body and black, anise spice 
finish that makes it ideal 
for a juicy steak, or any¬ 
thing up-front and beefy.

All the competitors who take 
part in the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo (CFR) are members of 
the Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association (CPRA), 
also called Pro Rodeo Canada. 

Based in Airdrie, with 
more than 1,500 members 
(both Canadian and inter¬ 
national), the CPRA runs 53 
events in Western Canada 
each year, starting with a 
rodeo in Camrose in March 
and culminating with the 
CFR in Edmonton each Nov¬ 
ember. 

“We have the top percent¬ 
age of the best rodeos in the 
country — Armstrong, Pon- 
oka, Innisfail — and stam¬ 
pedes in Medicine Hat and 
Morris,” said Kynan Vine, 
rodeo administrator with Pro 
Rodeo Canada. 


Part of Western Can¬ 
adian heritage since 1945, 
the CPRA uses 12 stock con¬ 
tractors to supply the rough- 
stock — the calves and bulls 
needed to put on one of the 
largest indoor rodeos in the 
world — and approximately 
$1.4 million in prize money. 
Only the National Finals 
Rodeo in Las Vegas is bigger, 
Vine said. 

“The CFR is the cream of 
the crop,” Vine said. “The top 
12 qualifiers in each of seven 


events based on money won 
through the season (qualify 
for the CFR). We have a lot of 
success with the Edmonton 
event.” 

Vine said CPRA rodeos 
have seen a spike in attend¬ 
ance in recent years despite 
growth in urban populations 
and a shrinking rural base 
taking part in sports like bull 
riding, team roping and the 
like. 

Vine sees a trend among 
his membership — a move 


toward increasingly heart¬ 
pumping feats from well- 
trained athletes. 

“The sport is revolution¬ 
izing. It’s more than enter¬ 
tainment,” he said, pointing 
to cowboys and cowgirls 
who train in the gym sev¬ 
eral times a week, some with 
personal trainers, and with 
sponsorships and endorse¬ 
ments to contend with. 

Northlands CEO Richard 
Andersen simply said, “It’s 
an amazing event to see.”

This year marks the 40th an- 
niversaiy for the Canadian 
Finals Rodeo (CFR), celebrating 
four proud decades of compe¬ 
tition. 

Dubbed “The Year To Be 
There” by rodeo officials, the 
inaugural contest in 1974 


drew 24,000 rodeo fans to 
Northlands’ Edmonton Gar¬ 
dens. Making the move to the 
Northlands Coliseum in 1975, 
attendance doubled to more 
than 41,000 and, now, the CFR 
draws more than 90,000 guests 
annually to six action-packed 
performances each night. 

“The continued success of 
the CFR is a true testament 
to Alberta’s strong western 


identity and the resiliency of 
the competition between ath¬ 
letes,” said Northlands CEO Ri¬ 
chard Andersen. “The CFR isn’t 
just any rodeo, it’s the Can¬ 
adian championships, the best 
of the best of rodeo events.” 

One of this year’s best is 
Braidy Davies, a team roper 
from Medicine Hat, who will 
be competing as header with 
partner and heeler Chase 



Simpson. Davies has quali¬ 
fied for the CFR before — in 
2004 as a heeler, and again 
as a header in 2008. Davies is 
hoping to earn enough prize 
money (up to $5,600 in each of 
six shows) to be crowned Can¬ 
adian champion this year. 

But even if he doesn’t ac¬ 
complish that goal, Davies 
knows it’s a special year to be 
part of the CFR. 


“My dad was in the first 
ever CFR 40 years ago, so it’s 
a good year for me to go for it. 
I didn’t think about that until 
recently. Dad is excited I’ve 
made it back to the CFR. It all 
means a lot. My mom, dad and 
wife, the whole family’s com¬ 
ing up for the event.” 

In 1974, Tom Davies made 
his first of three trips to the 
CFR as a bull rider, and the 


feisty 58-year-old competitor 
still ropes today. 

Braidy Davies, who works 
in an oilfield, said he ropes 
year round, at a neighbour’s 
house during winter, and at 
weekend rodeos through the 
season. 

“I started roping when I 
was six, and I plan to keep go¬ 
ing at least until I’m in my 40s. 
I’m hungry to win.”

“This is a great way to celebrate 
one of the wonderful things 
Edmontonians have made, a 
festival that brings commun¬ 
ity together and showcases 
some great examples of our 
cultural heritage.” 

The festival has two new 
elements this year — a free 
community pancake breakfast 
from 9 to 11 a.m. on Saturday, 
and the Traditional Harvest 


from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m, which 
offers a look at how Aboriginal 
people harvest natural resour¬ 
ces in a way that reflects the 
past. 

“Edmonton is steeped in 
some amazing culture that 
still thrives today and we are 
pleased to bring the Tradition¬ 
al Harvest to the River City 
Round Up,” said Tamara Fahl- 
man of the River City Round 
Up project team.

After tough loss 
to Stampeders, Green 
and White look to 
end regular season on 
winning note 


Ricky Foley can’t wait for the 
start of the CFL playoffs to 
begin, but not at the expense 
of looking past the Edmonton 
Eskimos. 

Foley and the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Roughriders conclude 
their regular season Saturday 
hosting Edmonton. Win or 
lose, the Riders (11-6) have 
already clinched second in 
the West Division — and will 
host B.C. in the conference 
semifinal Nov. 17 — while the 
Eskimos (3-14) are destined to 
finish last. 

But the contest has mean¬ 
ing for both teams. 

Saskatchewan is coming 
off a bitter 29-25 road loss 
to Calgary (14-3), which ce¬ 
mented first in the West for 
the Stampeders. Heading 
into the post-season having 
dropped two straight games 
would be hardly ideal for the 


Riders. 

While there’s no playoff 
date for Edmonton, for many 
of its players this will be the 
final opportunity to make a 
favourable impression, either 
with the Eskimos or other 
CFL teams, for next year. 

“We can’t look past Ed¬ 
monton,” Foley said. “If you 
look past Edmonton and 
start game-planning for and 
woriying about B.C. you’re 
going to get your head kicked 
in by Edmonton. 

“Those guys are playing 


for jobs and those coaches 
are game-planning for jobs. 
They’re going to come in here 
hungiy. We also don’t want 
to be on a two-game losing 
streak going into the playoffs, 
that wouldn’t be very good.” 

Despite its struggles, Ed¬ 
monton boasts some solid of¬ 
fensive threats. Quarterback 
Mike Reilly, in his first season 
as a CFL starter, has thrown 
for 4,157 yards and 24 TDs 
while running for 649 yards 

— tops among quarterbacks 

— and is averaging 8.4 yards 


per rush. 

The Eskimos also boast 
the CFL’s top receiver in slot- 
back Fred Stamps, who has 
68 catches for a league-best 
1,259 yards and 11 TDs. 

“Offensively they’ve got 
some playmakers,” Foley 
said. “Obviously Fred Stamps 
is special but the quarter¬ 
back, man, he’s just a football 
player. 

“I’ve got so much respect 
for Mike Reilly. He’s a guy 
I’ve hit a lot this year but he 
gets up, he doesn’t complain 
to his O-line and being a vet 
I’ve got a lot of respect for 
that kind of player. He’s go¬ 
ing to be a good player in this 
league.” 

The six-foot-two, 

258-pound Foley joined the 
Riders as a free agent last 
off-season after helping the 
Toronto Argonauts win the 
100th Grey Cup game in Nov¬ 
ember at Rogers Centre. With 
this year’s CFL title game be¬ 
ing played at Mosaic Stadium, 
Saskatchewan is attempting 
to become the third straight 
team to win the Grey Cup on 
home soil — B.C. also did it in 

2011. THE CANADIAN PRESS 



Eskimos at Roughriders, 
Saturday, 3 p.m. (TSN) 
Saskatchewan (11-6) has 
cemented second in the West 
Division and will host B.C. 
in the conference semifinal. 
But the Riders don’t want to 
head into the playoffs hav¬ 


ing dropped their final two 
regular-season games. 

It’s been a difficult season 
for the Eskimos (3-14). The 
harsh reality is many players 
are now auditioning for jobs, 
be it in Edmonton or any¬ 
where else in the CFL next 
year, and that alone is incen¬ 
tive enough to perform.

Free to play. Varlamov 
able to travel with team 
while charges pending 


Colorado Avalanche goalie Se¬ 
myon Varlamov will be able 
to travel with the team while 
prosecutors consider whether 
he should be charged with as¬ 
saulting his girlfriend. 

On Thursday, a judge said 
Varlamov could be released if 
he posted $5,000 US bond and 
be allowed to travel with the 
team but he was ordered to 
stay away from his girlfriend, 
among other restrictions. 

The girlfriend told investi¬ 
gators that Varlamov kicked 
her in the chest, knocking 
her down, and stomped on 
her chest as she lay on the 
ground in her apartment on 
Monday, according to an ar¬ 
rest affidavit. The girlfriend, 
whose name was redacted, 
also accused Varlamov of 
dragging her by her hair and 
telling her that he would 
have beaten her more if they 
had been in Russia. 

Varlamov appeared in 
court briefly Thursday. He 
spent the night in jail after 
turning himself in on Wed¬ 
nesday. He stood next to his 
lawyer to face Denver County 
Judge Claudia Jordan, who 
also told him, through a 
Russian interpreter, that he 
couldn’t drink or possess fire¬ 
arms. He also had to sign a 



waiver that he would be im¬ 
mediately sent back to Colo¬ 
rado if he fled. 

The 25-year-old turned 
himself in to police Wednes¬ 
day evening, after practising 
with the team that day. He 
was arrested on suspicion of 
second-degree kidnapping 
and third-degree assault. 

Varlamov’s agent, Paul 
Theofanous, said he “is com¬ 
pletely innocent of all of 
these charges.” 

Varlamov’s lawyer, Jack 
Rotole, declined to comment 
on the case, saying he would 
defend his client in court.
